The Frames of Miniatures whose greatest dimension is six inches must not 
exceed two inches in width and one inch in depth, and in no case must exceed 
two inches and a half in width and one inch in depth. 


No Works which have been already publicly exhibited ;—no Copies of any 
kind (excepting Paintings in Enamel, and Impressions from unpublished Medals, 
in which case the name of the original Designer must be specified) ;—no mere

No Artist is allowed to exhibit more than Eight different Works; Honorary 
Exhibitors are limited to one. 


Of all Works of Painting, Sculpture, or Architecture, described as the joant 
performance of several Artists, the first mentioned in the description will alone 
be entitled to a Ticket of admission to the Exhibition. 


Each Picture, or Drawing, must be in a separate Frame; except very small 
Miniatures or Sculptured Gems, any number of which may be placed in a frame 
not exceeding six by five, or thirty square inches, sight measure, and shall be 
considered as one picture; or, if a series of Designs from one Story be at any 
time admitted in the same Frame, they must be enumerated as distinct pieces. |

He passed the sentinel at the gate, 
and was going towards the quarters of Lieutenant Agnew, when he observed a 
body of soldiers, in marching order, moving towards him, When they came ur 
to him, Captain Mathews stepped up to him, and said ‘* You scoundrel, how 
dare you come in here with that button,’ seizing him by the lappel of the coat, 
and tearing’ the button from it, which he retained. He then collared him, and 
roughly eign him, again calling him foul names, such as you “rascal and 
scoundrel.’? The button which excited the ire of the gallant officer was what is 
called a Repeal button, and rumour had it that there was a military order agains{ 
admitting persons wearing’ it to pass into any of the barracks; bnt he (Mr. 
O’Connell) contended that his client hada right to wear it, and that no man 
could legally deprive him of it, much less assault him in compelling him to yield 
up his property. This account was proved in evidence. The counsel for Capt, 
Mathews said’ there was a positive order from the commander of the force: 
that no person wearing party emblems of any kind should be permitted to ente: 
any of the barracks in Ireland, and that order applied as well to Orange lilies a 
to Repeal buttons. Captain Mathews would as soon remove an Orange lily 
from the breast of a person appearing within the precincts of the barrack, as hi 
would a Repel button. His client avowed the act, and he believed. that in i 
he was strictly performing his duty.

The magistrates, after hearing both sides, were of opinio 
that an assault in law had been committed, and that there was nothing to justif 
it.

A HousEKEsrine Civs.—An association of individuals, consisting chiefly of 
attorneys, clerks in Government offices, professional men, officers on half-pay, 
&c., is now being formed in the metropolis, to obviate the necessity of purcha:- 
ing articles of food or other domestic necessaries from shopkeepers. They pro- 
pose to establish a common larder and store, managed by servants in a similar 
way to the large club-houses, with a manager to purchase for the common st..ck 
at sales and wholesale houses, each member to be supplied at cost price. It is 
calculated that, in addition to a pure and wholesome article, members will effect 
a saving of 50 per cent. in household expenses. Great numbers of persons have 
already joined this novel club. 

GOLDSMITHS’ CompANY.—This body on Wednesday transmitted £20 to each of 
the following police courts :—Worship-street, Bow-street, Marlborough-street, 
Guildhall, Mansion-house, and Westminster, with the intimation that their usual 
annual contribution to the poor-boxes was doubled this year, in consequence of 
the distress which prevailed. The Fishmongers’ Company also sent £10 to the 
poor- box at the Mansion-house. 

Tue City GAs Bitt.— The following is the substance of the most important 
clauses of the new Gas Bill, about which there is so much difference of opinion 
amongst the City authorities. The 7th clause empowers the Commissioners to 
agree with the owners of lands for the absolute purchase of such lands as they 
may think necessary for the purposes of the Act. Clause 9 authorises the Com- 
missioners to lay down all the works necessary for supplying gas. Clause 11 
authorises the laying down of pipes against any building. The 13th clause au- 
thorises the Commissioners to purchase the lands, works, mains, pipes, and pro- 
perty of all, or some, or one of the present City gas companies within the City, 
if such companies shall be willing to sell the same, at such price as shall be 
mutually agreed upon. The 24th clause gives the power to the Commissioners 
to enlarge works purchased by them, and to unite them with other works be- 
longing to the Commissioners. The 26th clause authorises the Commissioners 
to grant leases of the whole or any portion of the houses, &c., belonging to them, 
to any company or person for any number of years not exceeding three yeurs. 
The 27th clause authorises the Commissioners to borrow or take up at interest, 
on the credit of the consolidated rate, any sum of money not exceeding the sum 
of £500,000, in addition to and exclusive of the sums which the Commissioners 
are authorised to borrow and take up at interest on the credit of the said rate 
by virtue of the said act, at the rate of five per cent., for the purposes of the 
act. The 32nd clause enacts that, as soon as the money borrowed shall have 
been repaid, the surplus profits of the gas-works shall be expended in public 
improvements. 

CuRIsTMAS BoxEs.—Several meetings of the master bakers of the metropolis, 


and other trades, have been recently held, and all unanimously resolved to put 


an end to the system of paying servants and others what are called ‘“‘ Christmas 
Boxes.” Terhaps the most degrading form in which this tax (for sueh it is) is 
demanded, is that adopted by the Post-Office letter-carriers. It is a degradation 
on the part of a great public establishment to permit its servants to go from 
house to house begging for alms. The factis, when tradespeople pay the ser- 
vants of their customers in this way, it is not unreasonable to suppose that they 
get the equivalent in some other manner. 

BirtHS AND DEATHS FOR THE WEEK ENDING SATURDAY, THE 16TH INsT,— 
The deaths in London during the week ending December 16, numbered 1130— 
the average being 1154. Scarlatina, typhus, and hooping-cough are still the 
most prevalent and fatal diseases. Cholera destroyed 29, and scarlatina 113 lives, 
during the seven days. The births during the week were 1397. 


New RaitwAy ARRANGEMENTS.—On Monday the new arrangements com- 
menced, by which passengers may proceed almost the entire distance between 
Manchester and Southport by railway. These arrangements are effected by the 
Lancashire and Yorkshire, and the Liverpool, Crosby, and Southport companies, 
and the entire distance is travelled in little more than two hours and a half, a 
saving of about one-half the time, in comparison with the old route vid Euxton.

They must be addressed to the Secretary, and accompanied with a note, 
describing them as they are meant to be inserted in the Catalogue (no adver- 
tisement, unnecessary quotation, or narrative, can be admitted). At the back 
of each Frame must be written the Name of the Artist, and the Number (if 
there be more than one) to which it refers in his List: particular accuracy is 
requested in this respect. 

No Works which have been already publicly exhibited ;—no Copies of any 
kind (excepting Paintings in Enamel, and Impressions from unpublished 
Medals, in which case the name of the original Designer must be specified ;— 
no mere Transcripts of the objects of Natural History ;—no Vignette Portraits, 
nor any Drawings without Backgrounds (excepting Architectural Designs), 
can be received. 

No Artist is allowed to exhibit more than Eight different Works ; Honorary 
Exhibitors are limited to one. . 

Of all Works of Painting, Sculpture, or Architecture, described as the joint 
performance of several Artists, the first mentioned in the description will alone 
be entitled to a Ticket of admission to the Exhibition. 

Each Picture, or Drawing, must be in a separate Frame ; except very small 
Miniatures or Sculptured Gems, any number of which may be placed in a frame 
not exceeding six by five, or thirty square inches, sight measure, and shall be 
considered as one picture; or, if a series of Designs from one Story be at any 
time admitted in the same Frame, they must be enumerated as distinct pieces.

The frames of Miniatures whose greatest dimension is six inches must not 
exceed two inches in width and one inch in depth, and in no instance must exceed

Miniatures be admitted in outer cases, unless they are made to fit: close to the 
gilt frames. Gold mountings, arched tops, and coloured borderings of every 
description, are inadmissible.

‘Solomon; and nearer the spectator, with a smaller dome, the Mosque El Aksa, ori- 
gimally a Christian church; underneath which has recently been discovered an ancient 
gateway, believed to have led up.into the Temple. Within this vast enclosure no 
Christian or Jew is permitted to enter. 

To the left of the Mosque El Aksa, in the distance, with a square tower, and 
covered by a dome, is the Church of the Holy Sepulchre, and believed to cover the 
site of Calvary. The high part of the city, immediately: behind the Mosque of 
Omar, is Bezetha. The low ground to the right of the city wall, is the Valley of 
J ehoshaphat—here the Jews are still buried, and in it are contained the Garden of 
Gethsemane, Tomb of the Virgin, Pillar of Absalom, Tombs of Jehoshaphat, St. 
James, and Zacharias, the Fountain and Pool of Siloam, &c. &c. 

The hill in the extreme distance is that of Scopus, upon which the Roman 
army, under the command of Titus, encamped.

SACRILEGE By A CHILD.—At Queen-square, on Tuesday, Edward Kitchen, 
a boy only nine years of age, was charged with the following daring rob- 
bery :—The Rey. James Gibson, of No. 4,Westbourne-place, Pimlico, minister 
at the Episcopal Chapel, Halkin-street West, Belgrave-square, stated that 
prisoner used to attend a Sunday-school he had there; but, in consequence 
of impropriety of behaviour, was virtually dismissed about three months 
ago. He was, however, on Sunday, readmitted. A few minutes after two 
on that day, as prosecutor was leaving the chapel, he saw the prisoner out- 
side, and told him he was a great deal before his time. On his return, at 
three in the afternoon, he found the prisoner amongst the boys, but missed 
him at prayers, and inquired for him, but he was nowhere to be found, and, 
the service having finished, prosecutor locked up the chapel and went home. 
After the evening service the pew- opener called his attention to a box which 
had for some time been placed in the lobby of the chapel, fastened to the wall by 
a staple, and which she had just discovered to have been forced away and 
broken open. The box had been placed there to receive subscriptions towards 
the erection of St. Michael’s Church, Chester-square, and prosecutor, who 
kept the key, was in the habit of opening it periodically, and paying the 
money it contained into Coutts’s, to the account of the building fund, which 
generally amounted to #4 or £5, and as it had been unopened rather a 
longer time than usual, the presumption was, that about that sum or more 
had been purloined. Prosecutor suspected the prisoner from the circum- 
stances above stated, and went to his parents, who having on the return of 
the boy shortly afterwards taxed him with the robbery, he admitted it. On 
prosecutor’s observing ‘‘that he must be avery wicked boy to do such a 
thing,’’ he reyeated the admission, and said he had taken #1 8s. from the 


box, and had spent 10s. 6d. that evening in riding about in steam-boats and 
| buying oranges and biscuits; he subsequently gave another version of the 


matter by declaring that he had gone by steam to London.-bridge, and from 
thence had a cab to Wandsworth, where he again took the steamer; and it 


‘would appear by the statements he had made that he must have found more 
‘money in the box than he allowed....He also made the following confession 


of the means by which he had effected the robbery. He had been let into the 
chapel by the vestry woman, and, having placed a basket before him at a 
retired part of the bcilding, threw the pulpit cloth over him, and remained 


concealed during the prayers and until the school was over and all were left, 


and he then opened the box with a poker and a knife. The prosecutor ob- 
served that it was evident that the prisoner had endeavoured to force the 


‘chapel door open with a poker, or some such instrument, but failing in doing so, 
he must have left the chapel, he presumed, by the window, which was found 
open. 


Prosecutor did not press the charge against the boy in the first 
instance, as he wished to make some inquiries, which turned ont unfavour- 
able to the prisoner, who appeared callous, and boasted of his exploits to the 
police. Prosecutor strongly suspected that prisoner was connected with 
others.—A police-constable produced a key found on the prisoner, which 
belonged toa person in whose service he had been a short time, and which 
corresponded with that belonging to the lock on the chapel door, only was 


‘somewhat smaller.—The boy, on being asked what he had to say, replied,

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


Fara, ConsisiIon oN THE RivER.—On Tuesday afternoon, as the 
Waterman steamer No. 5 was conveying from 300.to 400 passengers from 
London to Greenwich, she met with a serious.accident, by a billyboy, from 


| Goole, Yorkshire, running her bowsprit across the bow of the steamer, 


knocking all the passengers within her sweep on the deck. Unfortunately, 
a gentleman-of the name of Williams, fringe manufacturer, residing in 
Wilks-street,- Spitalfields, accompanied by his son and daughter, were 
amongst the greatest sufferers. Mr. W. had his collar.bone and one arm 
broken, and the other arm much injured ; his son, aged 10 years, was killed 
6n the spot; his daughter, aged 14, was much injured about the head, and 
had one finger broken. William Kent, of Seckford-street, Clerkenwell, clerk 


‘to Mr. Wallis, of Carey.street, Lincoln’s-inn-fields, received severe con- 
tusions ; and two gentlemen were knocked overboard, but were fortunately 


saved by the crew of the Waterman No.5. The captain of the steamer im- 
mediately proceeded with the sufferers to the Dreadnought Seamen’s Hos- 
pital ship, and put the unfortunate persons on board that vessel, where every 
attention was instantly paid by the captain and medical gentlemen in attend- 
ance. The accident took place off Limehouse. 

“ SuIcIDE ON SOUTHWARK BripcEe.—On Tuesday afternoon a gentleman 
named John James Gogerley, aged 51 years, expired in Guy’s Hospital, from 
the effects of a wound which he had inflicted upon himself by firing a loaded 
pistol into his body on the night of Thursday week. It appears that between 
twelve and one o’clock on that night, as City police-constable No. 478 was 
on duty on Southwark iron-bridge, his attention was directed to the flash 
and report of fire arms which proceeded from about the centre of the bridge. 
On hastening tothe spot he found the deceased man lying on the ground, 
bleeding profusely from a wound on the left side, which had evidently been 
caused by a pistol, the stock of which he held tightly grasped in his hand, the 
barrel having been blown to pieces. A’neighbouring surgeon was imme- 
diately sent for, and deceased was ultimately conveyed to the hospital. 
Mr. Marsh, the house surgeon, administered to him the proper restora- 
tives, and deceased was some time afterwards restored to. con- 
sciousness. He, at first, refused to give any account of himself, 
but subsequently stated his name, and where his relatives resided. The 
latter having been apprised of the occurrence visited him in the hospital, 
and it was ascertained that he had borrowed a pistol from a person named 
Pearce, a night-watchman in the employ of Messrs. Boyd, warehousemen. 
He then loaded it with four bullets, stating that he wanted it to shoot a mad 
dog at his sister’s. He subsequently proceeded to the bridge, and there 
committed the act. Two of the balls were afterwards extracted, and de- 
ceased lingered until Tuesday, when he died. He had formerly been in com 
fortable circumstances, and filled the office of clerk to his brother, a solicitor 
in Mark-lane, but lately having become reduced in his circumstances. A 
verdict of Insanity was returned at the inquest. 

Fire IN MoorF1ELDS.—On Tuesday night, a fire, nearly attended with 
fatal results to a mother and her infant, broke out on the premises belonging 
to Mr. James Reiley, baker, 90, Bunhill-row. It originated in one of the sleep- 
ing apartments, in which Mrs. Reiley was in bed with her infant. It appears 
that the nurse incautiously approached so near the bed with a lighted caidle 
as to cause the curtains to be ignited, and in an instant the poor creature 
and her child were completely enveloped in flame.

SERIOUS ACCIDENT ON THE BRANDLING JUNCTION RaILwAy.—On Mon- 
day evening, as the quarter-past five o’clock train was proceeding from 
Newcastle to Sunderland, an accident occurred about a mile from the 
Brockley Whins Station.

The works of thé two great anti-Academicians, Martin and Haydon, 
are hung together in the West Room; and both have found their sub- 
jects in the great epic poet of our nation. Mr. Martin we have criti- 
cised before. Mr. Haydon’s subject 1s from the third book of “ Paradise 
Lost,” and is called “ Uriel and Satan.” Uriel as the Angel of Light— 


The same whom John saw also in the sun— 


and Satan, as a stripling cherub, plunging in victory and joy in search 
of the arth that Uriel has told him of. Mr. Haydon in this picture 
has studied Fuseli to some purpose. In the figure of the “stripling 
cherub ” he has had his eye on the old masters; but his picture (and he 
will thank us for our criticism) is altogether out of place in the present 
Exhibition. “How hard it is upon us,” was the remark of a great 
painter who nad studied his art more deeply than many of his brethren, 
“the better fitted we become for the company of the great masters, the 
less fitted are we for the walls of a modern exhibition.” 

Mr. Haydon is said to be a martyr to the higher branches of his art. 
He paints on great principles, and aims at nothing but what is Epic and 
exalted. We wish his success was commensurate with his endeavours. 
He is often feeble, too often exaggerated; but his conceptions are not 
_unfrequently very fine. We would direct attention to his “ Napoleon 
at St. Helena,” in the possession of Sir Robert Peel. It is an indicative 
picture, with indifferent execution, but the sentiment is everything. 
_ Napoleon has his back towards you—you see, in short, nothing but his 
back, his folded arms, a barren rock, a boundless sea, and a sailat a 
distance. It is, in a word, the history of Napoleon, with a fine moral 
at the end.

No Works which have been already publicly exhibited ;—no Copies of any 
kind (excepting Paintings in: Enamel, and Impressions from unpublished 
Medals, in which case the name of the original Designer must be specified ;)— 
no mere Transcripts of the objects of Natural History ;—no Vignette Portraits, 
nor any Drawings without Backgrounds (excepting Architectural Designs) 
can be received. ; 

No Artist is allowed to exhibit more than Eight different Works ; Honorary 
Exhibitors are limited to one. 

Of all Works of Painting, Sculpture, or Architecture, described as the joint 
performance of several Artists, the first mentioned in the description will alone 
be entitled to a Ticket of admission to the Exhibition. 

Each Picture, or Drawing, must be in a separate Frame ; except very small 
Miniatures or Sculptured Gems, any number of which may be placed in a frame 
not exceeding six by five, or thirty square inches, sight measure, and shall be 
considered as one picture; or, if a series of Designs from one Story be at any 
time admitted in the same Frame, they must be enumerated as distinct pieces.

BY ORDER OF COUNCIL—MAY, 1845. 


In consequence of the inconvenient deviation from the Regulations for 
Framing Miniatures, the following Resolutions have been adopted, and will in. 
future be rigidly enforced :— : 

The frames of Miniatures whose greatest dimension is six inches must not 
exceed two inches in width and one inch in depth, and in no instance must exceed 
two inches and a half in width and one inch in depth. Nor will any 
Miniatures be admitted in outer cases, unless they are made to fit close to the 
gilt frames. Gold mountings, arched tops, and coloured borderings of :every 
description, are inadmissible.

Portrait Exhibitions may be the dullest, or may be the most amusing of all 
picture gatherings. Few things, except a family party, are more tedious than an 
where the periwigged country squire, in his laced doublet 
of the time of Charles II., squints Ominously on the leering lady by his side, re- 
presented, with all the satirical grace of Sir Peter or Sir Godfrey, as a shepherdess 
surrounded by the attributes of innocence ; in which the eye travels along the 
costumes of succeeding reigns, rather than the individualities of successive gene- 
rations of men and women : and where, whether from the dullness of the subject 
or the creeping tameness of the painter, all the faces seem copied from one model 
—the men, full-cheeked and dull-eyed ; the women, fair and fat, and leering in 
a most unlovely. display of their feminine attractions. But this Exhibition con- 
tains but few heads that have not round them the halo of some celebrity. It is 
the quintessence of the men who have made History, for the last three centuries, 
embodied in forms of art, either interesting, as illustrations of the history. of 
painting ;-or intrinsically valuable, as fine pictures. 

But little arrangement has been employed, either historical or pictorial. . Indi- 
viduals and schools are strangely jumbled: something of the value of the Exhi- 
bition is lost by this carelessness. In some cases, however, there seems a certain 
sly intention in the juxta-positions, as when the feeble, fox-like face of Laud is 
dimmed by the massive and broad-browed Luther that hangs alongside it; or, when 
a row of adjoining Reynoidses enables the spectator to compare different degrees 
of deterioration and decay, and joyfully to contrast them with occasional, but, 
alas, too rarely recurring bits of fresh and unimpaired-colour. In the selection 
of the celebrities, the directors have:been catholic enough. We have monarchs 
and actors, Royal mistresses and Court poets, bluff admirals and rapt painters, 
women remarkable for virtue, and remarkable for the want of it; quondam noto- 
rieties of their own day, whose names are now. scarce remembered ; nobilities 
unacknowledged of their age, onlyto be more fully recognised by posterity. 

In our notice of: the pictures, we. may: take either a series of historical: or 
artistic parallels. We may proceed by the walks of the men or the schools of the 
painters. We may stroll through the pageant-filled courts of Kenilworth, or 
Audley End, in company with Master Richard Laneham, and admire the exceeds 
jng quaintness of Elizabethan costume in the literal rendering: of Zucchero. We 
may lounge through the gay reception-rooms of Whitehall, or the glittering Mall , 
with De Grammont, in the masterly pictures of: Lely,.who appears here, as he 
really is in his finer. works, a painter. hardly inferior to Vandyke ; and wind up at 
a pleasant gathering of the Dilletante Society in St. James’s-street, to discuss claret 


and cornelians, French vintages, and Etruscan: vases, in the lively society of Sir 
William Hamilton, Sir W. W. Wynn, and Sir Joseph Bankes. Again, if we aban- 
don historical reminiscence for artistic criticism, we may contrast the early dawn- 
ing of art, exemplified in the elongated forms and flat bodies of “The Marriage of 
‘Henry the Sixth and Margaret of Anjou,” with its advance, in the faithful charae- 
ter and wonderful finish and clear colour of Holbein, and its noon-day brightness, 
in the chastened splendour of the «Ce Family” of Titian ; and then, having 
sat by its cradle, and traced its progress: 4o manhood, follow: it as it declines into 
the feebleness of our seg Hoppner and apitons, ‘retarded in its decay by the 
intervening glory of Reynolds. 

How a vat locking such pictures as. the portraits of J ohn Talbot.and his 
wife (152 and 153), works of the 15th century (in which we recognise the ori- 
‘ginals of our Court card Kings, and Queens, and knaves, as square and gaudy in 
the forms and colour of the dresses, and as flat in the faces), can retain any pre- 
dilection for early art, except for its historical value, it is hard to understand. 
‘That we should have men amongst us anxious to go back to the manner and 
‘manipulation of Holbein is little less extraordinary. If, indeed, ‘instead of. imi- 
tating the rigidity of his attitudes, and his diapered backgrounds, they were to 
strive after an equal truth of character, and..subordination of .accessories to im- 
portant points, the admiration and study of these works might produce .a more 
wholesome and sustaining fruit. The Cabinet Lenoir furnishes, throngh the 
kindness of che Duke of Sutherland, some curions and valuable early-illustrations 
of French notables. There is a pencil head of Rabelais, inimitable in its Socratic 
irony of expression and life-like play of muscle. It is the real paradoxical Rabe- 
_lais, who flashed from the magic lantern of his wit visions of high-trnth and: les- 
sons of largely informed wisdom, mingled with the most grotesque products of —

THE ROYAL ACADEMY EXHIBITION. 
(Concluding Notice.) 


We have left untouched two classes of subjects which our English paint 
have always affected—portraiture, and that broad and ill-defined range whi 
the French call genre, and which touches upon still-life and literal imitation 
the one side, while, on the other, it is divided by only a narrow line fron “t 
historic.” Portrait painting has always, and very remuneratively, employ 
many of our most skilful painters. English vanity has originated and paid : 
pictures which English connoisseurship could not have appreciated; and we o 
the matchless works of our Reynolds and our Gainsborough to peers and patrc 
whose only claim to the title of Meecenasses arises from the fact that they sat ° 
their portraits. How many have been immortalized with the immortality 
colour and canvass by genius which they would have allowed to starve in a g: 
ret with Wilson and Barry, had It not stooped to idealize commonplace pl 
siognomies into the heroic and the beautiful. Portrait painting has lost a cha 
and powerful hand in Philipps. But Knight has qualities of homely truth (« 
emplified admirably in such portraits as that of Charles D’ Almaine, Esq. (343) a 
Sergeant Bellasis), which place him almost on the same level, if his works we 
most of the refinement and something of the breadth which distinguished 1 
heads of Philipps. I. Grant has the former of these two qualities. He is pec 
liarly the painter of ladies and gentlemen. None of our portrait painters und 
stands posé so well—none so skilfully subordinates the accessories. to the all-i 
portant head—witness his portrait of John Locke, Esq., a full-length, in a co 
mon coat, waistcoat, and trousers, which yet catch the eye no more on the cz 
vass than when Mr. Locke himself wears them—they divide our attention w 
his very intelligent and acute features. 

How is it that-in a modern Exhibition we so rarely see a portrait which rivi 
and clenches the eye and thought to the subject, as those of Titian general 
those of Groigione invariably do? Why is the eye arrested, and the attenti 
frittered away upon chains, and velvet waistcoats, and elaborate hats, or on thir 
less pertaining to the sitter than even these, his garments—the brocade curta 
the moroeco-covered chair, the brilliant inkstand? There are two of our portr 
painters who especially eschew this suicidal division of interest—Watson Gord: 
and Samuel Lawrence. The “ Lord Robertson” of the former is one of thc 
admirable pictures which put you on a sort of easy faniiliarity with the origing 
“T know that man. Where have I seen him?” is the feeling half expressed 
the spectator. We seem, as we look, to have such an insight into the ea: 
rotund old gentleman’s habits and ways of thinking, that we can’t believe hin 
stranger. All is grave in hue —the dress black, the background and accessor — 
sober drabs and greys. Yet we do not feel any want or the nauseous red curtai 
we do not desiderate the bit of positive colour for which your ordinary portr 
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_ Buckingham: he had also a fine voice; and as the spoiled beauty delighted in 
his songs he became a great favourite with her.

The Jesuits took up the principle of co-operative 


association, which had grown rank and unsavoury 
} tothe world in the hands of the monks, and with 


the worst of principles to carry out, they again 
/succeeded in showing it crowned with extraordi- 


nary success. Spite of the jealousy which their 
plans of domestic insinuation and national domi- 
nation created; spite of having for those been 
driven repeatedly out of every European nation, 
not excepting the Popedom, for which they profess 
to maintain the spiritual fight; by aclever system 
of co-operation they have always’ contrived to re- 
cover their ground, and at this moment swarm 
over all the Christian world, filling thinking men 
with terror. In Paraguay they established most 
extensive colonies amongst the natives, whom 
they disciplined to the nicest condition of social 
order and physical prosperity, till their power ex- 
cited the jealousy of the Government, and they 
were thence also expelled. With the example of 
the Jesuits before cur eyes, we wonder that the 
modern plans for co-operative associations should, 
for a moment, have been deemed Utopian or diffi- 
cult. Nor is their success alone wonderful. In 
the very regions of their greatest triumphs, Para- 
guay, they have been succeeded by a new adven- 
turer. The Dictator, Francia, there established 
200 agricultural and social colonies, of 1500 persons 
each, which yielded an enormous produce, more 
than double that of ordinary culture. Their 
numbers increased, fresh colonising swarms were 
sent out, and spite of heavy drudgery and a qua- 
druple military service imposed by this dictator 
upon them, they spread and flourished during his 
lifetime extraordinarily. . 

These instances, stretching through thousands of 
years, and down to our own times, for the success 
of Francia is a thing but of yesterday, fully justify 
all the speculations of such men as St. Simon, 
Owen, and Fourier. They prove that this success 
does not even depend upon virtue, for the monks 
were prosperous ages after they ceased to be vir- 
tuous; the Jesuits have been prosperous spite of 
an unprincipled and unpopular policy ; and Fran- 
cia was prosperous spite of the grossest outrages 
upon common sense and humanity. He destroyed 
a third of the annual produce to prevent foreign 
trade, which would lay his schemes open to the 
world which he eanofally shut out; he ruined his 
civilised neighbours; he dismissed at the age of 
forty-five the chiefs of families; he refused to 
admit rich families; he made a desert round his 
possessions; he paralysed commerce by restricting 
it to a single harbour; he forcibly reduced the 
number of domestics; and yet he flourished! It 
is evident, therefore, that success in these in- 
stances did not result from virtue, from the excel- 
lence of the end in view, from avoiding what was 
even absurd and wicked in the administration of 
the plan. It resulted from the united vigour of the 
principle of co-operation and of the men who ex- 
ercised it. 

These instances, again, justify the philosophical 
speculations of the most contemplative minds of 
allages and countries. It is a singular fact, and 
one which would have made the principle of co- 
operation and social organisation, as a great instru- 
ment of human happiness, worthy of a trial, had 
it not been proved thus universally practicable by 
those singular examples, that the greatest spirits 
have everywhere, and in every age, had a penchant 
for theorising upon it, and building up in their 
capacious imaginations a paradise of justice and 


a a 


general joy. Plato’s Republic, More’s Utopia, 


Bacon’s New Atalantis, Campanella’s Republic of 
the Sun, Harrington’s Oceana, the kindred dreams 
of Swift, Berkeley, and other great writers, all 
spring from this source. Goethe, in his Wilhelm 
Meister, has also indulged in a beautiful vision of 
the same kind. 

But that which has haunted the most intellec- 
tual minds of all ages, and which has been reduced 
to every-day practice and success, alike by the 
lawgivers of Judea and Greece, the monks of the 
middle ages, and the Jesuits of this, has taken a 
new and more active existence since the French 
Revolution. The awful doctrine of Communism, 
which makes the lordly Sybarite tremble on his 
silken couch, awaking from its sleep of ages, has 
found its zealous apostles in Babeuf, Proudhon, 
and Cabet. With them we have here nothing to do. 
St. Simon, Owen and Fourier have stood forth as 
the champions of the co-operative principle, and 
comparing their splendid promises with the actual 
results of their plans, the adherents of established 
opinions please themselves with the assertion that 
they are failures. 

And failures, to a great degree, they are; but let 
us, before condemning the principle, see whether 
the cause of failure be in the principle itself, or in 
some extraneous matter attached to it. St. Simon, 
the patriarch of the system, openly and boldly 
preached, if not the doctrine of Communism— 
enough of itself to alarm all capitalists, and shut 
the door most effectually to their assistance— 
something so akin to it that few people are able to 
see the difference. Though himself a pious Chris- 
tian, his disciples soon broached opinions and views 
in connection with his plan which gave equal 
alarm to the lovers of sound morality. The men 
adopted a singular uniform, and wore long beards; 
the women, absurd and uncouth garments. Ridi- 
cule was poured upon the whole school; and 
though St. Simon’s philosophy has been much ad- 
vocated, it has never been practised on any broad 
scale. Fourier professed himself also a Christian ; 
but his doctrine of ‘‘ twelve passions that must all 
be fully gratified,’’ and his attraction passionee, 
sound to ordinary ears much more like the grunt- 
ings of ‘‘ Epicurus’ stye,;’’ and have spread an 
universal alarm amongst the pure and religious. 
He has found many and eloquent expounders of 
his plans, especially M. Considérant, and his phi- 
losophy is very fashionable in France, Spain, 
Belgium, and with many speculatists in Germany 
and here. But his complete model Phalanstere 
still remains a model, and nothing more. Robert 
Owen, in our own country the great father of 
Socialism, with a singular policy, at the very com- 
mencement of his endeavours to recommend his 
system, took the most decided of all steps in this 
Christian country to discommend it, by avowing 
himself a disbeliever of revealed religion. The 
insurmountable stigma of infidelity was thus fixed 
by his own hand upon it, and it has consequently, 
on every trial in this country, languished and died 
out. New Lanark, Orbiston (founded by his dis- 
ciple Mr. Combe, and others), Tytherly, one after 
another, have proclaimed the fatal mistake of 
attempting to create a principle of unity where the 
most vital principle of unity, the great religious 
feeling of the country, has been violated. For this 
no sincerity of purpose, no industry (however gi- 
gantic), no sacrifice of money or peace of mind, 
has been found an equivalent. A more genuine 
philanthropist, or more enthusiastic labourer for 
the popular good, than Robert Owen, I do not 
believe to exist; but he made, at the outset, a mis- 
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in England, not less than it was tarnished by the 
unworthy motives of Henry VIII., whose criminal 
voluptuousness it was made to subserve. Even 
where it worked to good ends, it often did so by 
harsh and unworthy means. Even where it visited 
those who had done wrong, it did so with needless 
cruelty—with a base malevolence which was worse 
than the wrong redressed. Here is a scene of the 
kind :—‘‘ The Visitation and Surrender of Syon 
Nunnery (at Isleworth, Middlesex) to the Com- 
missioners appointed by Cromwell, in the reign of 
Henry VIII.,’’ painted by Mr. P. F. Poole (575). 
Monks and nuns were incited to accuse each other 
of misconduct, in order to justify the spoliation ; 
and here that bad manceuvre is at work. While 
rude porters are bringing out into the hall the re- 
sources and substance of the convent, base be- 
trayers in monkish dress are exposing the religious 
sisters to the commissioners ; and feminine reserve 
is outraged by the rough tyranny of the irregular 
court. There may besome stiffness in the picture, 
something inartificial in the quaint attitudes of the 
nuns and the sameness of their features; but on 
the whole the scene is well expressed, and viewing 
it, we feel more keenly the misdeeds of that cruel 
period. 

Other reflections are suggested by Mr. East- 
lake’s ‘* Visit to the Nun’”’ (111), and Mr. Uwins’s 
** Making a Nun’”’ (300). 

Besides these general illustrations of the spirit 
of history, some positive incidents are depicted. 
There is “The Knighting of Drake by Queen 
Elizabeth,” the work of Mr. Hollins (487), or 
‘“‘ The introduction of Flora Macdonald to Prince 
Charles Edward,’’ by Mr. A. Johnston (874). Mr. 
A. Egg puts before you the frivolous women and 
reckless cavaliers of Charles the Second’s Court, 
in a picture (490) which he calls ‘‘ Buckingham 
Rebuffed.’’ Buckingham wooed the beautiful and 
silly Miss Stewart, who beat him in building card- 
houses, and treated his suit with contempt. Here 
she is building a card-house, and_pertinaciously 
paying no regard whatever to Buckingham; who 
sits by in swelling displeasure, gay to the extreme 
in his attire, and mortified to a pitch of the tragical 
in his countenance. The spirit of dissolute gaiety, 
the beauty of the ladies, the effeminate gallantry 
of the men, are excellently brought forth. 

Another illustration of the same period is fur- 
nished by Mr. E. M. Ward, in ‘‘ The Disgrace of 
Lord Clarendon, after his last interview with the 
King—Scene, at Whitehall Palace, 1667’’ (545). 
The place of the scene is the Palace garden. The 
King has left the council abruptly, and is walking 
off, with his back to you, the spectator ; the cour- 
tiers bowing on either side. Clarendon is coming 
down the steps, and is running the gauntlet amid 
the curious and scornful glances of the gay ladies 
and gentlemen assembled about the pathway; for 
the garden was at the moment a good deal thronged 
by courtiers. The attitudes of the bystanders are 
somewhat too evidently studied, and the com- 
position has, perhaps, too little of a fortuitous 
character for perfect verisimilitude; but the live- 
lest imagination with which you, the reader, might 
endeavour to recal the scenes recorded by Pepys 
or Clarendon, would fail to set before you anything 
so like the aspect of Whitehall on that memorable 
day—its baffled political. intrigue, its hardness, 
and profligate gaiety—as this clever picture of Mr. 
Ward’s. It is one, too, from its strongly marked 


character, which is well suited for copying in 
wood-cut; and we have endeavoured to lay before 
the reader the best copy that we could muster in 
that manner.

A RETROSPECTIVE GLANCE AT CO-OPERATIVE 
ASSOCIATIONS. 


My Fretiow Countrymen, 


I need not tell you, who, or at least many 
of you, have read and thought much on this sub- 
ject, that the idea of Co-operative Associations, as 
a means to correct the evils of the social system, is 
by no means new. From very ancient times, and — 
in many different periods and countries, there have — 
been great and far-seeing minds which have pro- 
jected, and, in many instances, carried out, 
schemes of social life which aimed at diffusing 
amongst men a more equable enjoyment of the 
good things of this world than generally exists. 
Statesmen, philosophers, and philanthropists, rise 
in solemn succession on the mind at the mention 
of the fact. Moses introduced such a system by © 
divine direction; Lycurgus, Solon, and Minos, 
were philosophic statesmen, who each in his own 
country, established in ancient times a peculiar 
political and social system, widely different to 
those of all other nations, with this view. In 
some of these the idea of Communism was pre- 
dominant; and the same principle meets us 
amongst the American aborigines both of the 
north and south ; in Peru, in Mexico, and amongst 
the now extirpated Charibs. It was the system of 
ancient Germany, and, no doubt, of the eastern 
tribes from whom they descended. This was the 
fact, again, in India, and there were traces of it in 
Persia. So long as this institution continued 
amongst a people, the strange disparity of rank 
and condition which so disfigures the face of 
modern nations could not exist. The Essenes, 
amongst the Jews, founded their religious asso- 
ciation on tbis basis; the Primitive Christians — 
adopted it, and the Monks afterwards. The mo- 
nastic institutions, in their earlier days, were | 
splendid examples of the advantages of popular — 
co-operation. So long as they retained the simple 
and laudable objects of living apart from the 
world in order to labour for the world, they flou- 
rished amazingly. By co-operative labour, and a 
consolidation of their funds, they were enabled to 
live in peace and comfort, to cultivate learning 
and the arts, to preserve light in the earth, and to — 
diffuse it. They settled in savage deserts, and 
brought them by their manual labour and example 
into cultivation. They went on from one bar- 
barous nation to another, and forming colonies, 
introduced agriculture and civilisation. So far | 
from any want of that suecess which of late days | 
has been on all hands prophecied to all such enter- | 
prises, it was this very success which was their | 
ruin. They became rich, corrupt, thence unpo- | 
pular, and so were put down as corporate bodies. | 
Had they not had the curse of celibacy engrafted | 
on their scheme, their success would have been as. 
perpetually, as it was temporarily, complete. The 
natural growth of their communities would have, 
made them universal. Like so many hives of 
knowledge, industry, and social prosperity, they 
would have sent forth swarm after swarm, colony, 
after colony, into the yet unreclaimed regions,| 
and the world would long ago have seen realised)

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| THE PICTURE EXHIBITIONS. 
xs By THoRNTON Hunr. 
'- - PHE ROYAL ACADEMY. 


Tue sahibition of the Royal Academy is justly 
scounted the best that has been seen for many 
>ars. It contains some pictures which are master- 
-eces in their kind; a great number which dis- 
ay much ability—many more in the aggregate 
nan former exhibitions could boast; and very 
»w previous shows have been so little disfigured 
y positively bad performances. ‘To the spectator 
Tho goes unprepared by technical knowledge, who 
}egards pictures less as tests of manual skill than 
Js so many creations—real scenes recalling history 
rv outward nature, or giving body to the fancies of 
ction—the collection possesses singular interest 
rom its abundant variety. 

_ The abundanee, indeed, is its fault. Few things 
an be imagined more bewildering to the unini- 
iated than the being turned in, with no guide but 
he numerical catalogue, among a wilderness of 
ome thousand pictures, covering the walls with- 
}ut any order pertinent to their subjects or to the 
tists by whom they are executed; save some 
coarse classification with respect to better or worse 
places—a distinction which is said to go much by 
favour. 

The pictures are arranged under the superin- 
sendence of a ‘‘ hanging committee,’’ appointed by 
the Royal Academy. More in number are sent an- 
nually than the rooms of the national building will 
hold; and the task of arranging pictures of all 
subjects, all tints, and sizes, is obviously one of 
great difficulty. Perhaps some sense of diiticulties 
that can be so little appreciated by the public 
hardens the consciences of the hanging committee 
against the blame which they annually incur, 
especially from those artists whose productions 
attain only indifferent places. But one bad effect 
of the present promiscuous distribution seems 
altogether to have escaped notice. In the utter 
absence of classification, the spectator is not only 
deprived of some guidance in his observation of 
the pictures, but is positively baffled by irrelevant 
and perplexing comparisons which force them- 
selves upon his sense, even when he is not aware 
of it. The want of fit arrangement is unjust to 
the artist whose painting is placed in juxtaposition 
with others, less skilfully, but more gaudily 
painted, which impart to it a coldness not proper 
to it. But, moreover, precisely to the same extent 
the spectator is betrayed into false conclusions, 
which tend to obstruct and vitiate his judgment. 
Pictures seem to him leaden which are modestly 
painted, or those glaring which are harmonious in 
themselves, but are unduly contrasted with others 
of a very cool tone. Variety is pleasing, but the 
chaos in the succession of subjects. where it runs 
through so multitudinous a gallery, helps to be- 
wilder both the observation and the memory, and 
to foil what is a really useful comparison, that 
between the manner in which different artists 
treat cognate subjects, and even that between pic- 
tures by the same artist. In the Louvre the 
arrangement is simplified by placing each artist’s 
pictures all together. In the ancient part of that 
national gallery, for instance, all the Rubenses are 
together, all the Titians; in the modern part, all 
the Horace Vernets. You have, therefore, at least 
this advantage, that you can step from the cluster 
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of pictures by one painter, viewing them as a whole, 
to that by some other painter whom you wish to 
compare with the former. 

Perhaps it would greatly contribute to the plea- 
sure aud advantage of the beholder if the classifi- 
cation were further improved by placing together 
all pictures of an analogous kind. ‘The spectator 
is, at present, forced to jump from subject to sub- 
ject of the most opposite natures; from grave to 
gay, from lively to severe; from serious to bur- 
lesque, from ridiculous to sacred; and in that 
jumping process, of course, it is impossible for the 
mind to become attuned to an harmonious train of 
thought. The effect is something like that of 
reading a collection of ‘ fugitive pieces,’ by 
‘< various hands,’’ in an Elegant Extracts ; where 
the mind, never dwelling long enough on any one 
class of subjects to become imbued with its spirit, 
is baulked of its full impressions, passes carelessly 
on, and acquires a habit, as it were, of ‘‘skipping.”’ 
The enervating influence of such a process. need 
not be insisted on. 

In entering the Great Exhibition, the spectator 
would do waltit he could bear in mind the injurious 
effects of the promiscuous distribution, so as to 
check them as far as they can. One means of 


| doing so is to fix your attention steadily on any 
one picture that you think worthy of a thorough 


perusal. So far as colouring and execution go, it 
is not a bad plan to isolate the picture from its 


‘neighbours, by looking at it through the hand, 


which you form into a sort of little telescope for 
the purpose. Steadily avoid the habit of allowing 
your eye to wander over a dozen pictures at 
once. 

The present exhibition does not abound in what 
is understood to be the higher class of historical 
paintings. Few can even pretend to that desig- 
nation, and those few are not among the most 
remarkable in point of ability or interest; but 
there are some illustrations of history which, in 
our view, would be more beneficial to the untech- 
nical beholder. You cannot go far before you are 
stopped by a scene full of figures, full of energetic 
expression. There is something seriously the 
matter—some portentous event impending. The 
catalogue calls it ‘‘ Ordeal by Touch’”’ (14). The 
old superstition is well known: if aman were mur- 
dered, persons suspected were made to touch the 
body; and it was believed when the real murderer 
touched it the congealed blood would begin to 
flow. There is no doubt, that, so long as the 


| practice was believed, it practically tended to the 


discovery of the murderer; whose reluctance to 
undergo the ordeal, and whose whole bearing, na- 
turally betrayed him. And we see such a case in 
the picture before us: the murdered man_ 1s 
stretched on a bier, in a church—his wife is at his 
feet, claiming justice—grave ecclesiastics super- 
intend the ceremony—nobles stand around—every 
eye is fixed upon the countenance of the man 
who ‘is now salled upon to touch the body: the 
strained limbs, the convulsed effort by which he 
endeavours to retain his self-possession prove the 
working of conscious guilt. You know that he is 
the murderer; and those who stand around, be- 
lieving in the rite, see that it leads to the detection 
of guilt. Is it wonderful, therefore, that they still 
believe in its sacred authenticity? The painting 
is by Mr. Maclise. Faults are to be found with 
its execution; but it is full of life and animation, 
and at least brings forcibly to the eye the practical 
workings of that ancient usage.

Every 
drawing by Cox is a proof of what may be done in Water-Colour to attain spirit 
and strength without violating a single condition of the art. Look at his “ Vale 
of Dolwyddelan” (75), in which the heavy clouds come so mightily rolling in over 
the peak on the right, and the range of summits stretches away to the left, cold 
and stormy. Again look at his “Mill” (87), so careless, but so masterly; or his 
“ Watering Trough” (96), in which he imitates the magnificent Lowther. More- 
land, not unsuccessfully. His “ Weedy Bank” (278), is a masterpiece. How 
simple the subject, but how a transcript of even such humble nature delights us. 
The broad green leaves of those water-plants come off from each other perfectly, 
yet how carelessly they seem to be handled—a mere blot of colour when looked, 
closely into ; viewed a yard off, the very bed itself, with the chill of a rainy day 
brooding over it. But we cannot afford to dwell longer on D. Cox, though he 
well deserves a detailed criticism to himself. Fe : 

De Wint is certainly inferior to himself this year. Even his large View of 
“Bolton Abbey ” is marred by a profusion of purple tones, and a prevailing 
wooliness. His “ CGavytorhury’’ is truer, but disagreeable; and, like all his

We are pleased 
these two ladies keeping up the reputation of their sex in the New Societ 
that we have to lament the absence of Miss Setchell from the Exhibition. 

Mrs. Margetts and Mrs. Harrison show perfect mastery of fruit and flower 
former is little inferior to Hunt, and manages the blushing downy bloom 
plums and peaches with a skill that puts her on a level with Van Huysum, 
the difference of oil and water.

BY ORDER OF COUNCIL—MAY, 1845. 

FRAMES.—None but Gold Frames can be admitted. The Council find it difficult 
to make Regulations on this subject. It will be obvious, however, that where space 
is scarce, great breadth in the frame, as well as projecting mouldings, will frequently 
prevent the possibility of a Picture obtaining the situation it merits. 

In consequence of the inconvenient deviation from the Regulations for Framing 
Miniatures, the following Resolutions have been adopted, and will in future be rigidly 
enforced :— 

The frames of Miniatures whose greatest dimension is six inches must not exceed two 
inches in width and one inch in depth, and in no instance must exceed two inches anda half 
in width and one inch in depth. Nor will any Miniatures be admitted in outer cases, 
unless they are made to fit close to the gilt frames. Gold mountings, arched tops, and 
coloured borderings of every description, are inadmissible. B2

RAILWAY LAW AS REGARDS PROVISIONAL COMMITTEEMEN. 
The Court of Common PLEAS, on Wednesday, gave a decision to the effect 
; at the fact of an individual’s name being included in the list of members of the 
‘ommittee was no evidence against him. 
_ The case was that of Parrott v. Blunt and Cornfoot. It was an action brought 
sy an advertising agent against the defendants as members of the Provisional 
JSommittee of the Jamaiea Southern, Eastern, and Northern Railway, to recover 
_ considera! le sum of money for advertisements inserted in various newspapers 
especting that Company. The case was tried before Mr. Justice Erle, at the 
‘ittings in Middlesex after Trinity Term, when a verdict was entered for the 
laintiff. In the following term, a rule nisi was obtained to show cause why a 
iorisuit should not be entered, or why there should not be a new trial, on the 
round that there was no evidence to go to the Jury as against the defendant 
Yornfoot. Mr. sergeant Chadwick Jones and Mr. Wordsworth, on Wednesday, 
‘ppehred io show cause against the rule. 
| The Court, without hearing Mr. Humfrey and Mr. Willes, who attended in 
‘upport of the rule, held that there was nothing in this case ts distinguish it 
‘om those of ‘‘ Reynell v. Lewis,” and ‘‘ Wyld v. Hopkins.” The publication of 
e defendant’s name as a Provisional Committeeman, without proof of any 
Juthority from him, could have no effect to bind him; and the only other 
évidence produced against him was the simple fact of his having called at the 
ompany’s Office, and received a prospectus containing his name. But it was 
ot proved that he afterwards acted as a Provisional Committeeman, and he was 
ot heard of again until the lst December, when he wrote a letter, stating that 
e had altogether withdrawn from the concern. Upon these facts it could not 
e said that there was any authority, express or implied, to warrant the Directors 
4 pledging the uame of Cornfoot ; and, as to the letter, it was a disclaime on his 
vart of all connexion with the Company. The rule must, therefore, be made ab- 
lute for entering a nonsuit.

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on the Island of Tory, off the north west coast of Ireland, and, in the belief that he 
thus had ample sea-room in the course he was steering, he bore along. As he 
drifted near the land, however, and observed that the light was a flashing, in- 
stead of a stationary one, he became conscious of his error and dangerous position, 
and made every effort to repair it, by bringing the ship farther to the northward 
and westward; and, with the view of ‘‘ clawing ” her off the land, the maintop- 
sail and the foretopmast stay sail were set, and the jib half hoisted. The effort, 
however, was an ineffectual one ; the ship soon got amongst the broken water, 
and, at half-past twelve on Wednesday morning, was dashed amongst the rocks. 
If the above be a correct version of the impression on the captain’s mind as'to his 
position—and it is distinctly spoken to by two of the survivors—the result shows 
that he must have been fully a hundred miles out of his reckoning ; but, perhaps, 
it could not well be otherwise. The sun was obscured all the time by black clouds : 
the moon was only seen through a heavy haze at intervals, and from these causes 
it was impossible that any observation could be taken. The light seen was in 
reality that of Oransa or Oversay, on the point of the Rhinns or Runs of Islay, 
to the north-west of the entrance of Lochindaul; and the land seen, and on 
which the brig eventually struck, was the western part of the iron-bound coast 
of the island. She went ashore, and after striking once was dashed broadside 
on alongside the rocks, which rose to the height of the mast-head, She struck 
violently against the rocks three times, and at the fourth stroke the mainmast 
went by the board, and fell into a chasm of the rock. Captain Booth had pre- 
viously taken his station in the maintop, that he might personally keep a look 
out; and, as soon as the brig struck, John Cleat, the mate, and all the seamen, 
eight in number, joined the captain in the maintop, leaving the captain’s son, a 
youth of about fifteen years of age, asleep in his cot below. After remaining in 
the maintop about three minutes, five of the crew went down for the pur- 
pose of ascending the foretop, thinking that they would have a better chance 
of gaining the shore from that part of the ship. At the same time, one of the 
crew, named John Scott, went out upon the mainyard with a life-buoy on his 
person ; thus leaving in the maintop the captain and three seamen, whose names 
are John Stevens, William Coulthard, and George Lightford, all belonging to 
South Shields. When the maintop, along with the wreck of the mast, was thrown 
into a rift of the rock, Coulthard, then Lightford, and finally Stevens, scrambled 
up the rigging, and obtained a footing on the crags. The captain was about to 
follow the men, when a wave dashed over their heads as they clung to the rock, 
but they were enabled to maintain their position ; and when they looked round 
after the sea had retired, they found that the captain and all were gone. The 
mainmast had been broken into splinters by the fourth collision with the rocks, 
and this recoiling wave had not only dragged the ship, but the fragments of the 
mast, which adhered to her by the rigging, further into the sea, and thus cut off 
from the dense mass of human beings on board every chance of escape. Had the 
wreck remained in the chasm where it was originally thrown, and from which 
the three survivors escaped, it might have been used asa bridge by the others; but, 
unhappily, this last possibility of relief was taken away. The same wave which 
effected this fearful havoc must also have prevented the five seamen from reach- 
ing the foretop, from which they might have had a chance of escaping. A quar- 
ter of an hour elapsed from the time of the brig first striking until the three 
survivors got upon the rock. 

There wasno cry from the multitude cooped up within the hull of the ill-fated 
brig; or at least it was unheard, for the commotion of the elements was so fu- 
rious that the men on the top could scarcely hear each other at the top of their 
voices. The emigrants, therefore, must have perished in their births, as the 
rocks rapidly thumped the bottom out of the vessel. 

The three men who had escaped to the rock, so soon as 
appeared, searched anxiously for some outlet by which they might reach the 
mainland ; but none such could be found, and they finally took shelter in a cre- 
‘vice, which, however, did not shield them from the rain, which fell heavily all 
night, and here remained till grey daylight. They then discovered an opening, 
through which they scrambled to the summit, and after day had fairly broken, 
they observed a farm house about half a mile distant. Thither they proceeded, 
and were most hospitably nourished and put to bed. They were thoroughly 
worn out by exhaustion, not one of the crew having been in bed from ti'€ mo- 
ment the ship left Derry. They were at the same time nearly naked, from 
having divested themselves of their heavy clothing when the Zamouth struck, and 
lost part of that which remained when scrambling on the rigging and amongst 
the rocks. The hospitable farmer and others apprised by him, went to the scene 
of the catastrophe, but of course too late to help, and only to gaze on tre desola- 
tion. Mr. Chiene, Islay’s factor, soon heard of the event, and kindly furnished 
the men with a passage to Glasgow by the Modern Athens steamer, where they 
arrived on Saturday last. Here they were consigned to the vare of Mr. Fildes, of 
the Naval Rendezvous, and assistant to Lieutenant Forrest, agent for te Ship- 
wrecked Mariners’ Society, and by him they have been clothed and comfortably 
boarded in the meantime. 

At the latest date of our advices from Islay, about 20 of the bodies had come 
ashore. They were principally females, with one little boy amongst them ; and as 
many of them were in their night clothes, the probability is that they were those

The result of the accident was the death of two persons, the very serious in- 
jury of eight or ten others, and the injury, more or less, of at least a dozen more. 

The explosion, it appears, arose from the blowing up a quantity of coal by one 
of the men, which set it on fire; and before the fire could be blocked up or ex- 
tinguished, the accident occurred. Immediately after the accident, the efforts of 
all were directed to the getting out of the injured parties, and up to five o’clock 
twenty-three had been brought up to the top of the pit. It was found, however, 
impracticable to prosecute the search with safety until the fire had been effectu- 
ally blocked up; but at five o’clock ene. man only was said to be missing. The 
following is a correct list. of all those brought up after the explosion, none of 
whon, it is said, escaped unhurt :-—

FirE AT CHELMsFoRD.—A fire took place in Back-street, Chelmsford, on 
Saturday last, by which ten houses were burnt down, and five or six otuers much 
injured.

.FaTaAL ACCIDENT AT THE BLACKWALL RatLwAy.—On Wednesday a fatal 
accident occurred at the goods depot of the Blackwall Railway terininus, Crutched 
Friars. A man named Peter Summerfield, whilst engaged in lifting the cradle, a 
piece of machinery used for raising heavy weights, dropped a shilling, which fell 
below the spot where the cradle descends. The unfortunate man went. below, 
leaving another person to do his-work,.and whilst searching for his shilling the 
cradle was lowered, and, before he had time to get out of the way, he was crushed 
with such violence as to break his legs and back,.and otherwise dreadfully 
injure him. Three medical men were sent for, but by the time they arrived life 
was quite extinct. The deceased has left a wife and three children unprovided for. 

EXPLOSION AT CAMDEN Town.—An explosion of an extraordinary character 
happened on Monday evening upon the premises of Mr. Augustus Brackenbury, 
manufacturer of ice by steam machinery, at the rear of 103, Stanhope-street, 
Camden-town, While Mr. Brackenbury was at work in a building nearly fifty 
feet from the dwelling, an explosion occurred, which blew down the walls and 
roof, and set the place on fire.

Tus long talked-of work has just been placed in the 
Sculpture Room of the Royal Academy, where it proves 
very attractive. It is, in part, coloured, but sparingly. 
This is a novelty in art, which has excited some differ- 
ence of opinion. In an article in the Roman Advertiser, 
the work is characterised as “a personification of the 
Royal so obvious, that, if discovered centuries hence, we 
believe there could be no hesitation in recognising it as 
the statue of a Queen, even without the tiara or any 
other insignia. We felt some alarm for its reputation 
on learning that it had been coloured, and visited it 
again, doubtful of receiving an impression so agreeable 
as the first. But the application of colour is so delicate, 
the tone so subdued, that no effect of glaring contrast 
is produced, and the pale purity of the marble does not, 
as a whole, suffer from the partial tinting. Nothing 
more is coloured than the rim of the tiara and the dol- 
phins that ornament its circlet, in yellow; the wave- 
formed embroidery of the robe, and the rose, shamrock, 
and thistle, at the corners, in red and blue; the acorns 
pendant from the extremities, where the Greeks wore 
weight of gold, in yellow.”

ANCIENT ConcERTs.—The third, under the direction of Prince Albert, was 
honoured with the presence of her Majesty, accompanied by the Duchess of Kent, 
the Duke and Duchess of Cambridge, Prince Leiningen, and Prince Edward of 


Saxe Weimar. There were eleven novelties in the selection, comprising a Gre- persons abot to hold fs .

by that Emperor of fugue writers—the letters, Bach, in German, corresponding 
to B flat, A, C, and B natural (the last is the German H)—wonderfully executed, 
on a wretched organ, by the gifted Mendelssohn; a charming romance, beauti- 
fully sung by Mario, of Rousseau, ‘‘ Dans ma cabane obscure,” from the ‘‘ Devin 
du Village ;” the Easter Hymn; Winter’s duo, from the ‘ Oracle,” ‘‘Un non so 
che,” sung by Castellan and Mario; a military air, from Monsigny’s ‘‘ Deserteur,” — 
admirably given by Tamburini; Guglielmi’s duo, ‘Oh! guardate che figura,” | 
sung by Lablache and Alboni, the effect, however, marred by transposition ; and. 
a romance, with chorus, by Martini, “ Plaisir d’Amour,” sung by Mdme. Cas- 
tellan. The great sensations of the evening were produced by Alboni, in Gluck’s 
“Che faré,” which she gave with the utmost purity and good taste, and by 
Staudigl, in Mehul’s quintet, from “J oseph,” and in the “ Zauberflote” finale, as 
Sarrastro. Gardoni sung one of the airs attributed to “Stradella” pleasingly. 
The other vocalists were Lockey, who executed all his music carefully, Miss 8S. 
Novello, Miss M. Williams, Peck, and Machin. The first act of this scheme was 
admirable ; the second was weak, containing too many specimens ot the French 
school, and the Easter Hymn being rather out of place. The next Concert will 
be on the 19th inst.

| prevent the possibility of a Picture obtaining the situation it merits. 
In consequence of the inconvenient deviation from the Regulations for Framing 


Miniatures, the following Resolutions have been adopted, and will in future be rigidly 


enforced :— 

The frames of Miniatures whose greatest dimension is six inches must not exceed two 
inches in width and one inch in depth, and in no instance must exceed two inches and a half 
in width and one inch in depth. Nor will any Miniatures be admitted in outer cases, 
unless they are made to fit close to the gilt frames. Gold mountings, arched tops, and 
coloured borderings of every description, are inadmissible.

Imanded the southern side of the ground, while other parts of the fleld were held 
by the subjoined distribution of the civil force:—Of the K division of the me- 
tropolitan police there were mustered, under the command of Superintendent 
Macquard, 350 men; of the N division, 400 men, ; under Superintendent 
Johnston ; of the M division, 200 men, under Mr. Superintendent Evans, and of 
the H Division 150 men, under Mr. Superintendent Medlicot. The whole civil 
force on duty were under the command of Captain Hay, the assistant police 
commissioner. The following police magistrates were present :—Mr. Secker, of the 
Southwark Police Court; Mr. Arnold, of Worship-street, and the Hon. G. C. 
Norton, of the Lambeth Police Court. Soon after eleven o’clock, about 400 of 
the armed battalion of the Chelsea pensioners marched on the ground with their 
havresacks and in full marching order, and they occupied as a temporary 
barracks—the Bethnal-green union workhouse. All remained tranquil, and the 
Bishop’s fields only afforded space for a few idle stragglers, attracted to the spot 
more by the police and the military display than from any political feeling. 
Shortly before two o’clock some of the leaders in the Chartist movement came on to 
the ground, and, asmay be supposed, were astounded by the formidable display of 
physical force ready for their reception. A colloquy ensued between Dr. 
M‘Douall and the authorities, to this effect: Dr. M‘Douall, addressing one of the 
inspectors of the K division, inquired if the meeting would be allowed to be held.

Three o’clock, the hour announced for the meet- 
ng, had already elapsed, and no appearance of the promised demonstration eX~ 
ibited itself. Fortunately, however, about four o’clock a thunderstorm, with 
leavy rain, served to do more by a clearance of the arena than even the strong 
olice and military force could have effected. ; 
STEPNEY-GREEN.—The preparations for the Whitsun fair went on as usual.

Napoleon, soon after being proclaimed Emperor, in the month of July 1804, 
went to Boulogne to distribute the Cross of the Legion of Honour. It was at 
this period that an adventure of two English sailors occurred : they made their 
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escape from Verdun,-and had contrived to subsist at Boulogne till they had 
constructed a little boat, or raft, of small pieces of wood, rudely put together, 
and covered with sail-cloth. Seeing an English frigate off the coast, they put to 
sea in their frail float; they had hardly gone a hundred furlongs, when they 
were perceived by the custom-house officers, and brought back. The Emperor 
hearing of this extraordinary attempt, ordered the men and their boat-raft to be 
brought before him. “Is it possible,’’. said he, looking at the sort of nutshell to 
which they had trusted their lives, ** that you meant to cross the sea in that? ”? 
‘** If your Majesty doesn’t believe it,” said one of them, “ only give us leave, and 
you shall soon see us afloat.” “I will,’? said the Emperor; ‘f you are bold 
enterprising men: I admire courage wherever I meet with it; but you shall 
not risk your lives: you are at liberty, and I will have you conveyed on board an 
English ship.” ‘Napoleon not only kept his word, but gave them money besides.

‘Thursday will be a memorable night in operatic annals, for the production of 
Meyerbeer’s masterpiece ‘‘ Les Huguenots.” It was the first time that an Italian 
version of the lyric drama has been presented on any stage. Popular as this 
_ work has been in France, Belgium, Germany, &c., it has hitherto not found its 
”) way to Italy, owing to the objections entertained against the libretto in the 
| countries under bigotted rulers. ; 

The “Huguenots” was originally produced at the Académie Royal de Mu- 
sique, in Paris, on the 29th February, 1836. The German company, in 1842, per- 
formed it at Covent-Garden Theatre; and in 1845.and 1846, the Brussels Com- 
pany, at the same locality, and at Drury Lane Theatre, performed the opera 
very creditably. But it has been reserved for the Royal Italian Opera to mount 
this magnificent production with a most gorgeous mis2 en scene, and with a most 
perfect ensemble, in the cast of the principal characters, and in the orches- 
tral and choral adjuncts. To add additional éclat to this remarkable 
representation, it was commanded by her Majesty, who honoured the theatre 
with a state visit, accompanied by Prince Albert, the Queen Dowager and the 
Dueress of Kent occupying boxes on the occasion. The Queen is known to be 
an ardent admirer of Meyerbeer’s compositions, and sings the duo ‘ Ou courez- 
vous,” in the fourth act of ‘‘ Les Huguenots,” with a skill and dramatic feeling 
which may be pronounced to be truly artistic. It was Meyerbeer who di- 
yected the musical arrangements for the King of Prussia, when her Majesty ho- 
noured his dominions with a visit in 1845. 

The Italian translation has been admirably done by Signor Maggioni, the an- 
thor of the libretto of Balfe’s opera of ‘‘ Falstaff.” The drama has been reduced 
to four acts, instead of five, by placing the first and second acts in the original 
opera in one. Divers curtailments have also been made, on the authority of 
Meyerbeer’s own score, arranged for Berlin. The music of the page, Urbain, 
which is written for a soprano, was transposed for a contralto by the composer ; 
and he has added for Mdlle. Alboni a cavatina, expressly composed for the Royal 
‘Italian Opera. No work yet presented at Govent-Garden. has called to action 
‘all the resources of the establishment in a more striking degree than the 
“Huguenots.” Grieve and Telbin have contributed exquisite scenery; the cos- 
tumes, by Mrs. Bailey and Mdme. Marzio, are historically accurate, as well as pic- 
furesque. The incidental dances are full of animation. Nor ought we to omit 
a favourable mention of the exertions of Signor Bonconsiglio, the chorus-master, 
and of Mr. A. Harris, who has arranged the spectacle. But the presiding genius 
of all the astonishing results in the mounting of the ‘‘ Huguenots has been Costa. 
. When it is recollected that Meyerbeer took eleven months to get up his opera at 
the Académie Royale, and that Costa has accomplished his herculean task in 
ittle more than a month, some notion may be formed of his extraordinary 
abours.

M. THALBERG.—The morning concert of M. Thalberg, on Monday, at the room 
in Her Majesty’s Theatre, attracted a numerous and fashionable auditory. The 
only lady vocalist was Malle. Lind, who gave the ‘ Prayer” from Weber’s 
“Der Freyschiitz”—not the grand scena, as was announced—with much feeling. 
In the comic singing lesson duo, by Fioravante, which she sang with Lablache, 
her solfeggi and vocal exercises were neatly executed, and, with Lablache’s drol- 
lery, ensured an encore. The greatest treat in Mdlle. Lind’s vocalisation was 
her rendering of two Swedish melodies, in one of which the demand for a repeti- 
tion was rapturous, ‘These airs are curious, and exact imitative faculties which 
Mdile. Lind invested with peculiar charm. The other singers were Gardoni, Co- 
letti, Belletti, and Lablache. The pianoforte performances of Thalberg were ad- 
mirable, comprising as they did his ‘ Pasquale” and “‘ Lucrezia Borgia” fantasia, 
his ‘“‘Tarantelle” and ‘‘ Barcarole.”

- Donizetti’s ‘‘ Favorita” was repeateu 1of the sécond and third times, on Satur- 


day andTuesday. On the last-mentioned evening it was received with enthu- 
siasm from beginning to end, Mario being encored in the romance in the first act, 
Grisi called before the curtain at the end of the second act, and Grisi and Mario 
at. the termination of the third and fourth acts. The divertissement has been 
curtailed, but if it were cut out altogether the opera would gain in interest in 
the earlier acts. 

Grisi’s Leonorais one of her finest creations, fully equal to her Worma, Lucrezia, 
or Semiramide. In this new part she has proved herself to be in the plenitude 
of her powers. It may be questioned whether the wonderful richness and round- 
ness of her splendid organ could have been heard to greater advantage than in 
her scenain the third act, and in the duo in the last act. The music is well 
adapted for her, requiring, as it does, overwhelming dramatic force. The deli- 
cacy, finish, and pathos of her vocalisation in the scene of Leonora’s reconciliation 
with Ferdinando in the cloisters, affected many of her listeners to tears, 
Mario seconded her with considerable feeling and energy: he has not 
the overpowering qualities of Duprez in this part; but his deportment 
is chivalrous, his acting easy, emphatic, and graceful, and his singing incom- 
parable. He was rather husky on the Tuesday; but on the two previous occa- 
sions his cayatina, in the gorgeous convent-scene of Grieve, was full of exquisite 
sensibility. The excitement produced, indeed, by this last act, with its scenic 
accessories, the vocal genius of Grisi, the effect of the pealing organ, and the 
solemn strains of the monks, is, indeed, as unparalleled as it is indescribable. 

On Thursday, for the extra night, “‘ Norma” was given with Grisi, Corbari, 
Salvi, and Marini; and the second and third acts of “La Sonnambula,” with 
Viardot, Corbari, Mario, and Tamburini, were to have followed, but owing to the 
hoarseness of Mario, the last scene of “La Cenerentola” was substituted, and 
Mdlle. Alboni was rapturously encored in “‘Non pit mesta,” as usual. Grisi’s 
Norma electrified the house, and she was recalled at the end of each act. A call 
was then raised for Corbari, and after a little delay she was brought on by Grisi, 
and received an emphatic ovation. The house was crowded to excess. On Tues- 
day, being the day for the funeral of the Princess Sophia, the theatre will be 
closed; but there will be a subscription night on Monday. 

Cimarosa’s ‘‘ Matrimonio Segreto” will be revived next Thursday, with Grisi, 
Castellan, and Alboni;. Mario, Rovere, and Tamburini, in the cast. The novelty 
of a morning performance of Mozart’s ‘“‘ Nozze di Figaro” will be given on Wed- 
nesday. We believe we may also add the agreeable information that Mr. Reeves 
will make his début forthwith in “ Lucia,” haying been engaged at this theatre. 


PRINCESS’ THEATRE. 


Auber’s popular opera of the ‘Crown Diamonds” has been revived at this 
theatre, with great success, Mr. Allen having been engaged to resume his ori- 
ginal part of Don Henriquez.

Upon that ever memorable day on the field of Waterloo, the Greys, who, along 
with the Ist Royals and Enniskillens, formed Ponsonby’s cavalry brigade, 
performed a distinguished part. Two standards were taken by the brigade, one 
by the Ist Royals, and the other by the Greys, the gallant captor of the latter 
being Sergeant Ewart. The eagle belonging to the 45th Regiment of Invincibles 
was inscribed with the names of the battles of Jena, Austerlitz, Wagram, 
Eylau, Friedland, on the other 'side, as being presented to the regiment by 
Napoleon. The capture was made in the first charge of the brigades. when two 
columns of French infantry, 5000 strong each, were broken, and 2000 men 
taken prisoners. Ewart had a severe contest for the eagle. The bearer of it aimed 
at his groin, but he parried the thrust, andcut him down. He was next assailed 
by a Polish lancer, who hurled his lance at him, but he dexterously threw off the 
weapon, and, before he could recover himself, cut him upwards through the chin. 
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He then was attacked by a foot soldier, who, after firing, charged him with the 
bayonet, but he soon shared the fate of his companions. He then was called to 
by General Ponsonby; ‘ You brave fellow, take that to the rear; you have done 
enough until you get rid of it.” He afterwards rode into Broceete with his 
trophy, amidst the acclamations of thousands. The standard still exists in the 
chapel of Chelsea Hospital.

Mory 
prohibitory acts will always be evaded, unless regulations adapted to the vere 
peculiar circumstances of the case are devised for confirming them. A report of 
a committee of the House of Representatives, in the session of 1820 and 
1821, relative to the mutual exercise of the right of search by Great Britain 
and America, with a view to the suppression of the slave trade, contains a 
clear and decided opinion in favour of the exercise of sucha right, as the only 
effectual means of suppressing the slave trade; whilst it demonstrates that 
its use involves no sacrifice of national interest, nor any compromise of na- 
tional honour, A report of the Senate of the United States, presented during 
the session of 1821-22, concurred entirely in the, view taken the year 
before by the House of Representatives, and earnestly urged the adop- 
tion of the proposed expedient of a reciprocal right of search as a measure 
most desirable, under all the circumstances of the case ; yet from the strong re- 
pugnance ofthe government of the day to such a measure, these resojutions be- 
came null and void, and remain so till this day. The United States having led 
the way to efface the reproachful stain of the slave trade from the character of 
civilised mankind, owe it to themselves to give their influence and co-operation 
to any measure that will accomplish the great and good purpose ; but this happy 
result experience has demonstrated cannot be realised by any system, except a 
concession by the maritime powers to each other’s ships of war of a qualified 
right of search. The application of a still broader principle, it is conceived, may 
properly be submitted to the consideration of all nations.

THE CHANCELLOR.—There is but little change in the malady under which his 
Lordship is suffering. The physicians are in constant attendance, aud bulletins 
of the patient’s progress are issued daily.

Mr. Cospen.—On Friday night, last week, ata meeting of the electors of 
Stockport, Mr. Cobden took leave of his former constituents, assigning as his rea- 
son for electing to sit for the West Riding, that, on his return from the Continent, 
when he found himself unexpectedly the member for two constituencies, although 
his own inclination led him—indeed, he might say, it was his determination not 
to accept the seat of representative for the West Riding, yet the opinions of his 
friends, and of the electors of Stockport, so far ashe could judge, had decided the 
question for him, and he had no alternative but to accept the seat for the West 
Riding. The hon. gentleman met with an enthusiastic reception from his old friends. 
The Times says :—‘‘ Mr. Cobden’s speech to the electors of Stockport is not only 
the vindication of a past, but the declaration of a future, policy. To his eye what- 
ever is not done on the commercial principle is wrong. He is the living, active, 
embodim€ént of the idea. Lord John will talk about it, and put it, now and 
then, in practice sharply enough; Sir Robert will bide his time; and, ata 
sweep, accomplish ten times more than his former rival ; but, Mr. Cobden admits 
of no “now and then,” and ‘‘ bides no time.” To him the principle is correct, 
fixed, and immutable as a column in the multiplication table. It must be 
acknowledged ‘“‘ Semper, ubique et ab omnibus.” It admits of no palliation, and 
will bear no delay. Ifthe colonies figure on the wrong side of the balance-sheet, 
give them up. Reduce the army, navy, and erdnance by £17,000,000 per annum.

_ them as they are meant to be inserted in the Catalogue (no advertisement, unnecessary 


quotation, or narrative, can be admitted). At the back of each Frame must be written 
the Name of the Artist, and the Number (if there be more than one) to which it refers 
in his List: particular accuracy is requested in this respect. - | 

No Works which have been already publicly exhibited ;—no Copies of any kind (ex- 
cepting Paintings in Enamel, and Impressions from unpublished Medals, in which case 
the name of the original Designer must be specified ;)—no mere ‘Transcripts of the objects 
of Natural History ;—no Vignette Portraits, nor any Drawings without Backgrounds, 
(excepting Architectural Designs,) can be received. 

No Artist is allowed to exhibit more than Hight different Works ; Honorary Exhibitors 
are limited to one. 

Of all Works of Painting, Sculpture, or Architecture, described as the joint perform- 
ance of several Artists, the first mentioned in the description will alone be entitled to a 
Ticket of admission to the Exhibition. 

Each Picture, or Drawing, must be in a separate Frame ; except very small Miniatures 
or Sculptured Gems, any number of which may be placed in a frame not exceeding six by 
five, or thirty square inches, sight measure, and shall be considered as one picture; or, 
af a series of Designs from one Story be at any time admitted in the same Frame, they 
must be enumerated as distinct pieces. 

All Works sent to the Royal Academy for Exhibition are submitted to the approval 
or rejection of the Council, whose decision is final, and may be ascertained by application 
at; the Academy, in the week after they have been left there. 

The Porters of the Academy are instructed not to receive any Works that obviously 
vary from the above Regulations. 


*_* Every possible care will be taken of Works sent for Exhibition; but the Royal 
Academy will not hold itself accountable in any case of injury or loss; nor can it 
undertake to pay the carriage of any package which may be presented by carriers. 

The Prices of Works to be disposed of may be communicated to the Secretary.. 


BY ORDER OF COUNCIL—MAY, 1845. : 

FRAMES.—None but Gold Frames can be admitted. ‘The Council find it difficult 
to make Regulations on this subject. It will be obvious, however, that where space 
is scarce, great breadth in the frame, as well as projecting mouldings, will frequently 
prevent the possibility of a Picture obtaining the situation it merits. 

In consequence of the inconvenient deviation from the Regulations for Framing 
Miniatures, the following Resolutions have been adopted, and will in future be rigidly 
enforced :— 

The frames of Miniatures whose greatest dimension is six inches must not exceed two 
inches in width and one inch in depth, and in no instance must exceed two inches anda half 
in width and one inch in depth. Nor will any Miniatures be admitted in outer cases, 
unless they are made to fit close to the gilt frames. Gold mountings, arched tops, and 
coloured borderings of every description, are inadmissible.

No person, except those belonging to her Majesty’s sea‘or land service, 
or the garrison of the Tower, will be allowed. to enter with their side arms, but 
must leave their side arms withthe warder at the gates, and be returned by them 
on their leaving the Tower, without demanding either fee or reward. 3. The 
warders at the Ticket Office will take charge of any arms brought into the 
‘Tower by foreigners visiting the Tower, and return the same when the parties go 
out. If in large numbers, they are to deposit the arms in the ante-rooms.”

“ During the reign of Nero, the Jews having revolted, the city was invested 
by Titus, ‘and having desperately sustained the most remarkable siege in 
history, from the 14th of April to the 2nd of September, in the year a.p. ai, it 
was taken, and, together with the Temple, plundered and burnt. The Tests. 
after having courageously defended the third and second walls, fell back upon 
the fortress Antonia, wh’ch commanded the Temple. Torn into factions amongst 
themselves, they fought madly against each other, whilst the Romans burned 
and laid waste the outer and lower cities of Bezetha and Acra; but Titus, after 
great Jabour, having brought the war-engines to bear upon this fortress, the 
Jews were, ultimately, driven back upon the Temple itself. The principal 
tower having fallen, the northern portico of the ‘Temple was left defenceless. 
Titus, commanding in person, was anxious to save it, but, on the seventh day 
after the Romans had taken possession of Antonia, the outer portico having 
caught fire, the Temple itself, together with the magnificent porticos by which 
it was surrounded, were totally destroyed. Being the Feast of .the Passover, 
the city was crowded with people, and Josephus, who was present, relates that 
600,000 perished of famine, 1,100,000 by the sword, and 97,000 were sent 
away prisoners. The young, with the women, were sold for slaves, and thirty 
might be bought for a piece of silver.” — Vide Josephus's Wars of the Jews.

56,540 persons were married in the quarter ending March, 1849 ; in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1848, 56,602; of 1847, 54,960; of 1846, 62,834. Com- 
paring the marriages with the population, and taking the increase into account, 
the disposition to marry, which was excéssive in the winters of of 1845-6, is 
found to have declined, and remained invariably near the average through 
the years 1847-8-9. The rate of marriage (65! per cent.) in the winter of 1849 
“was lower than in the winters of 1840, 1842, 1845, 1846, 1848 ; and higher than 
in the winiers of 1838-39, 1841-3-4-7. is 

The marriages in England are always fewer in the winter than in any other 


quarter of the year. They have increased rapidly, though not uniformly, 
through the last ten years. -Thus the marriages in the winter of 1839 were 
24,679; in the winter of 1849, 28,270. 

The steadiness of the rate of marriage indicates the prudence of the people, 
and proves that they are as far from the depression of 1842 as from the elation 
of 1845. g 

The returns of the five winter quarters of 1845-9 show that the marriages in 
London were numerous in 1845-6, stationary in the three winters 1847-9. 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS.—INCREASE OF POPULATION. 

In the first three months of 1849 the births exceeded the average; the mor- 
tality was near the average. The present returns are for the three months 
‘ending June 30, when the births registered were 153,822 ; the deaths, 102,143. 

51,679 souls is the addition to the population of England in the 91 days. This 
natural increase of the population is, however, disturbed by the immigration of 
the Irish, and the emigration of the English people. 


BIRTHS. 

153,822 is a greater number of births than was ever registered before in the 
June, or in any other quarter. The rate of births, that is, the proportion of 
births to the population, was 3°422 per cent. per annum: it was higher (3°530) 
in the spring quarter of 1846. The births in the three years 1846-7-8, were 
572,625, 539,965, 563,455. The depression in the births of 1847 is remarkable, | 
and is not easilyexplained. The 307,512 births in the first half of the present 
year (1849) is an increase equally remarkable, and, like the depression of 1847, 
cannot be accounted for by any fluctuation in the marriages. 


STATE OF THE.PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The deaths in the quarter ending June 30 were 102,143; the deaths in the 
corresponding quarter of 1848 were 99,730; of 1847, 106,718. The annual rate 
of mortality in the spring of the five years, 1845-9, was 2134, 2131, 2488, 
(2294, 2319. If the rate remained through a year uniformly the same as in the 
‘Spring of 1849, 2319 persons would dié:to every 100,000 living. \The mortality 
(2319) is above the average ; it is, however, lower than in the corresponding
